__URIB, Pa.; Dec. 26.—The body of Mi- 
Chael Paytesh, one of the crew of eight 
of the: missing tug Cornell of Cleveland, 
was brought into port here late today by 
the tug Gilmore. 

The Gilmoge, searching for the Cornell 
since she disappeared last Thursday, was 
working her way along the Canadian 
shére when the lookout sighted a yawl. 
The tug was hove to and picked up the 
little craft about fifteen miles off Port 
Colburn. The boat was badly battered 
and leaking. 

Paytosh’s body, lightly clad and frozen, 
was lying in the bottom of ithe yawl, 
Marks on the :-face and head indicated 
he had been scalded. and ‘burned, ‘lead- 
ing the rescuers to believe that the Cor- 
nell, while proceeding from! Cleveland to 
Buffalo, N. Y., was the victim of a 
boiler explosion. 


The Gilmore searched for -other 
wreckage, .but reported that the yawl 
was the. only sign of the Cornell in 
that -region.

The disappearance of the Cornell re-

A week later nine menibers 
of the crew, frozen to death, were 
found in 4 lifeboat. Bodies of the 
others were. washed ashore at widely 
separated points. 


CLEVELAND; Deg. 26—Nearly a 
dozen speedy motorboats from United 
States Coast Guard stations along Lake 
Erie joined with tugs between Cleveland 
and Buffalo in today’s search for the 
tug* Gornell. Two airplanes were di- 
rected to aid-in the search. 

The motorboats left Cleveland a little 
before noon to take up the search be- 
tween here and Fairport. Fairport Coast 
Guards at the same time began to work 
eastward, and. life-saving stations all 

long the shore sent*out crews to join 
in the search. 

H. EB. Gilpin, President of .the Great 
Lakes Towing Company, which sold the 
tug to a Syracuse (N. Y.) firm, to which 
she was being delivered, announced this 
afternoon that he had received no report 
concerning the fate of the Cornell. 

Repairs were made to the firebox of 
the Cornell last Wednesday, accordin 
to Captain Thomas Johnson, mechanica 
superintendent for the towing company. 
A small leak developed, he said, but it 
was properly repaired. Leaks of this 
sort occur frequently, he added, and are 
not ordinarily dangerous. 

William Nantell, one of the engineers 
of the tug,.worked until late Wednes- 
day night making repairs te get the 
boat in~readiness to sail Thursday, his 
wife declared. 

The tug left >here Thursday. for 
Buffalo ‘and should have reached that 
port Friday.

The average ride on the Interborough 
lines is. between seven and.eight. miles:

In this city about 22, 
Passengers a. year, avail themselves of 
the transfer privileges ‘on the Interbor- 
ough line at 149th Street. The total 
number of passengers for an entire year:

A .most important difference is re- 
vealed when it comes to an exdmination 
of the contracts, in the clauses ‘provid-, 
ing for the interest on the cost of con- 
struction.

Association, 
38 Park Row, ‘and; two others are laun- 
dry owners. The Your are charged with 
employing the firebugs to break into 
laundries and set them on fire, or scat: | 
ter acids on the-clothes. The other! 
three dre accused of Somes 2 the aétual 
incéndiariés. 

According. to. the Sey some. of the 
prisoners have confessed to setting seven 
fires and to fifteen *‘ acid cases.”’ within 
the last. three months.. Two of the. al- 
leged firebugs, ‘Assistant District: Attor- 
ney Murphy announced, received $50 a 
week each and from $150 to $500: jointly 
whenever they raided a laundry. Mr. 
Murphy said these men were carried on 
the. payroll of the Wet Wash Associa- 
tion, and.that pne also was a driver em- 
ployed by day in the Harlem Wet Wash 
Laundry, while he committed arson at 
night, 

The ‘favorite time for setting fire to 
laundries has been about 2:30 o’clock in 
the mogning. As most of the laundries 
burned were in tenement. houses, in 
which scores of persons were asleep at 
the time of the fires, many lives haye 
been endagered by the laundry ‘war, The 
police are making ah investigation to'see 
if a recent laundry fire-in Brooklyn, in 
which an. aged watphiman was burned 
to death, was of incendiary origin, but 
the prisoners deny having had anything’ 
to do with it.
